Marv Washington's Ann McCal- 1 
lum fights a da-ly battle with] 
herself tn James Monroe's Law 
Office. It is an effort to keep her j 
nose out of enticing rare books 
and historical documents found 
among the stacks of uncatalogued 
documents and volumes. 

'•It is such a struggle some- 
times, for once 1 start leafing 
through them, I'm lost she con- \ 
fesses. A history major of high 
standing, she is president of the 
International Relations Coub and 
a member of NBA. 

Ann puts in a ten hour work ; 
week at the quaint museum and 
library in conjunction with the 
Lieutenant General Albert J. Bow- 
lev Memorial Scholarship which 
was awarded her this tail. Her 
work is primarily with the H> 
brary. which is now under the 
organizational guidance ol Dr. 
Mary-Mji-gaicl MOD; tail it al-o 
consists ot Conducting museum 
tours when the tourist load is 
heavy. 

One might think of tail charm- 
ing, little brick building as mere- j 
ly an echo of past days. It is, , 
however, a beehive of bustling 
activity; within its historic walls, 
the great task of putting in order 
the James Monroe Memorial Li- 
brary progresses. 

The museum proper has been 
in existence since earlv in the 
1920's. but only early last spring 



did the task of library organiza-| 
Hon become a reality. Frrm the 
earliest beginnings ot the mus- 
eum, many ol the present volumes 
have been housed in the building 
as part of Monroe's personal li- 
brary: his law books, manu- 1 
scripts, documents, and letters of 
prominent men ol the day. As the j 
museum project grows in pro- 
minence, the Memorial Founda- 
tion receives generous contribu- 
lions (root various private collec- 
tions throughout the cruntry. ' 
Among the most prominent of the 
donors, Mrs. Baker, who now 
lives at the historic 'Tuckahoe 
Plantation.'' presented the library 
with tr.any fine volumes. Mrs. 
Baker and her two sisters, also 
denors. Mr* Ball and Mrs. Du- 1 
pont, are members of the famous 
Ball (Wath initio) family. En- 
dowments of the library have also 
been presented by the four living 
president I; Herbert Hoover. Har- 
ry Truman Dwight D. Eisenhow- 
er, and John F Kennedy. Accord- 
in; to the most reliable esti- 
mates, the library will be lound 
to contaun some 10.000 volumes ( 
when the cataloging is com-' 
pleted In an educational capacity, 
the library makes available valu- 
able MUret material to students 
and historians. 

Dr. Koon, who was graduated 
from Vassar College and earned 
her Ph D. in Romance Languages 
a Columbia University, comes to 



the museum staff as a biblio- 
grapher. A prolc.iaor ot foreign 
languages, Dr. Kooti was intro- 
duced into the foundation by means 
of her association with the Ameri- 
can Friends of Lafayette, and 
her subsequent membership on 
the foundation's board of regents 
The "Gallery," the new pjrtion 
ol the museum in which Dr. Koon 
and Ann spend most ol their 
time was dedicated in the spring 
of 1962. 

The museum proper, which con- 
si; ts of the actual law ollice as 
James Monroe knew ii in 178(>, 
was begun in the 1920 s by Mr. 
Laurence G Hoes, and his moth- 
er. Mr. Hoes, the great, great 
grandson of Monroe's son-in-law, 
S. L. Gouvencr. began the non- 
profit foundation in an effort to 
save the condemned "slu:n site." 
He has succeeded in preserving 
an;! beautifying one of America's 
most historic sites. It is ex- 
tremely impressive the auparent 
care spent on keeping this col- 
lection within the laxity circle 
of original owners The museum 
is furnished almost exclusively 



from the original Monroe col- 
lection: among which is the Louis 
XVI furniture which the Monroe 
family brought from France dur- 
ing Monroe's envoyship in that 
country. Perhaps the most popu- 
lar piece is the authentic Louis 
XVI desk on which President Mon- 
roe signed the famous Monroe 
DoCtriOt. Also among the prized 
paintings of fame us American 
possessions of the museum are 
artists: the exquisite Monroe por- 
trait by Kembr ndt Peel— the 
eyes of which follow one about 
the galler : Jo'.in Trumbull's 
quick sketch of the first outdoor 
inauguration, which the artist 
intended as a model for a grand 
scale production at the capitol in 
Washington: and the enchanting, 
unfinished copy of the Benjamin 
West portrait of Mrs. Monroe. 
Its artist. Fanny Burke, the 
granddaughter of Thomas Jelfer- 
scn. died before she could com- 
plete the work 

Behind the building is a quaint 
garden in which stands a bronze- 
bust ol James Monroe sculptured 
by Margaret French Cresson.
